of heat and low water we took the 
train that leaves Sacramento for 
Red Bluff at 2:50 P. M., bound to 
see the sights of the great Sacra- 
ment Valley. We leave the main 
line of the C. P. R. R. at Junction, 
a small but flonrisb ing town some 
18 miles from Sacramento, and pro- 
veed north, The valley here is very 
wide, and the smoky atmosphere, 
at this peried of the year, gives it 
the appearance of being boundless. 
The country from Junction to 
Wheatland, a distance of 22 miles, 
is very uninteresting, being a 
parched and treeless plain, over 
which the hot winds have full 
swing. 
The speed of the train, as i 
moved along, seemed to aggravate 
the heat and fan it into a flame, for 
it burned as it came into the car 
window. It was adry heat and it 
made the passengers dry. From 
Wheatland the country changed 
somewhat. The soil seemed more 
productive and the live oak re- 
lieved the barrenness, The air 
grew a little cooler, so we could 
take our handkerchiefs from our 
faces. 
In two hours’ time we were at 
Marysville, a very quiet and peace- 
ful burg, situated in a rather damp 


“| spot and surrounded by a Chinese 


wall that was built by the ancients 
in the time ef the floods. Marys- 
ville is irrigated by the Sacramento 
and Yuba rivers. It is a very 


healthful city, as some of the an- 
cients who built the wall are living 
there yet will testify. Marysville 
at one time imported large quanti- 
ties of quinine, but of late years 
the demand has fallen off consider- 
ably. There is better drainage and 
the people have quit shaking. I 
asked one of the Aldermen of the 
city what he called the wall that 
surrounded them. He said it was 
called a levee, because it gave them 
a chance to levy taxes to maintain 
it and the Alderman. But Marye- 
ville is a pretty place. It used to 
be a seaport town, but the advent 
of that grasping monopoly of a rail- 
road deprived it of that distinction. 

We wanted to go to Oroville so 
we changed cars here. This branch 
line is about 21 miles long and jg a 

rivate road, belonging to a Mr. 

ideout. It is the second oldest 
road in the State, having been 
built a quarter of a century ago, 
when Oroville was the center ofa 
miniog country, and Maurysville 
the distributing poiut of this whole 
northern country. Tue road looked 
old. It bad the appearance of age 
and decay. The locomotive looked 
tired and the passenger car &ttached 
to the accommodation traiu in 
waitiag for us was a veritable relic 
of antiquity. I could not learn 
where they dug it up or what mu- 
seum it esvaped fiom. It has a pe- 
culiar value in being the only one 
of the ki id in existence. We made 
a running jump at the high steps 
aud succeeded in  clamboring 
aboard. ‘The car was now filled to 
overfiowing and the men were 
trausferred to a freight car ahead, 
which was the regularsmoking car. 
I afterward learned that tbe regular 
passenger train left every morning 
about 1 o’clock and connected with 
the O u express for Portland 
and San Francisco and was just as 
good as anybody’s train,“ and that 
this was an accommodation train, 
only with very little accommo.a- 
tion. This train gives the impres- 
sion that it is characteristic of the 
place it goes to, so we did not ex- 
— * to see much of a place at Oro- 
Vv 2. 

A short distance from Marys- 
ville we struck rolling grouud and 
by the puff of the locomotive we 
knew we were ascending. The Sac- 
ramento Valley proper is not an in- 
texestiug country, the principal in- 
dus.ry being wheat raising. Lands 
through here are selling at from $30 
to per acre. They lie some- 
what out of the thermal belt, but 
are good fruit lands and will some 
— valuable. We soon came to 
rolling hills covered with oak, pine 
and a heavy undergrowth. Several 
places were cleared and orange and 
other fruit trees had been 1 anted 
and were doing nicely. The air 
was becoming cooler and the coun- 
wok Ash! resque.

We 3 carriage and desided 
to see the country. The principal 
place of interest here is the Ther- 
mali.o colony, which is separated 
from the towu of Oroville by the 
Feather river, a stream at this time 
of the year larger than the Truckee 
at full tide. A fine large bridge 
spans this river and makes the op- 
posite side easily accessible. On 
the Thermalito side the soil has 
been mined or bydraulicked, as they 
term it here, so as to leave a bluff 
80 feet high. The lands of the col- 
ony commence at this bluff and 
run back over the slightly rolling 
country some distance. The soil is 
the common red soil of the foot- 
hills, somewhat gravelly, but very 
productive for fruit of all kinds, 
This bench land runs back for three 
or four miles to Table Mountain, 
that Bret Harte wrote so much 
about. This mountain is very pic- 
turesque, as is the whole landscape 
hereabouts. It rises ov@r 1,000 feet 
above Thermalito, which is only 
250 feet above the level of the sea, 
and is as level as a floor on itssum- 
mit. It is its resemblance toa ta- 
ble that gives it its name. The 
view from most any rtion of 
Thermalito is both grand and beau- 
tiful. The timbered mountains ris- 
ing to the east, the flowing river, 
skirted with foliage of all kinds, 
the vast Sacramento Valley, 
stretching out to the west, give a 
charm that is very fascinating. 
Thermalito is as yet an uuculti- 
vated pasture, excepting 40 acres 
which are set out with orange trees 
and look extremely well. Several 
streets have been laid out and ut 
througli that portion of the colony 
that is timbered. Water is already 
piped to the land and mains are be- 
* laid in all the principal streets. 
here will be pleaty of water to 
irrigate,as the company bas already 
spent $150,000 on water alone. 
Land is held in the colony at pres- 
ent at $100 per acre. A townsite 
has been laid off and lots are being 
sold at $250 for corner and $200 for 
inside lots. Several houses are 
being built on these lots and many 
acres are being sold. Inside of a 
year property will be selling for 
double the price it is now. There 
is everything here to induce people 
to settle. The soil is excellent. 
Oranges flourish as well as lemons. 
Fruits of all kinds grow without 
any trouble whatever. The placn 
is free from pests ofany kind, and 
the climate is simply glorious. It 
is not so hot as some think. There 
is always a cool breeze and the 
shade affords comfort without fear 
of taking cold. The colony is iv 
the hands of these who know how 
to handle it as it ought to be 
handled, and anyone investing here 
will have the advantage of their 
management. Property is bound to 
enhance in value, as the feeling for 
investment is rife in this country. 
This is the natural home of the 
orauge, vine aod fig. By the way, 
the fig trees here are simply im- 
mense. 

After visiting the colony (and in- 
vesting) we took a look at some of 
the orchards about Oroville. We 
drove into an orchard of 40 acres 
that the owner valued at $25,000. 
The trees were literally broken 
down with fruit. Huge peaches 
stood upon the limbs as thick as 
space would permit, dragging the 
limbs to the ground. It is a shame 
to see trees in this condition, and 
fruit rotting on the ground when 
Reno is supplied with such r 
stuff. When asked why he didn’t 
ship his fruit the owner replied: 
“Oh, I sell all I want to the miners 
back in the hills. I make enough 
anyway, so what's the difference?“ 

A widow who had 40 acres in 
fruit and who did not want to take 
care of the place leased it for three 
years to some Chinamen for $1,800 
ayear. At the expiration of the 
lease several others waated the 

lace aud she finally leased it for 

ve years at $3,000 a year, and the 
Chinaman wbo leased it cleared 
over all expenses $9,000 the 
first year. He still has the lease 
and is getting rich. He saved the 
peach pits aud sold them for $300 
that year. This is a great fruit coun- 
try and no scale bugs on the 
orchards. Wesaw an orange tree 
about 20 years old in Oroville 
that served as ashade tree for a two- 
story house,that last year produced 
2,500 oranges and is loaded to the 
guards this year. 

Oroville is an orange grove. The 
climate is just right for their pro- 
duction and oranges are very pro- 
fitable. The belt in which they 
flourish is narrow and limited, con- 
sequently land thst will produce 
them is valuable. It is nothing for 
ap orange orchard to pay $500 an 
acer every year. I do not care to
